Sports Car Rally Plans Set Here 


GRAYLING—Tie course is set for the Sporis Car 
Club of Ann Arbor’s fourth annual Lancia 20 Stages Pro 
Rally here May 1-2, 1976. 

This performance rally, second in the North 
American Rally Association’s America’s Cup Cham- 
pionship series, is expected to attract 50-60 
competitors. One of the roughest of Michigan 
all-night, rough-road rallies, Lancia 20 Stages has an 
unusual concept. Competitors run ten stages before a 
meal and fuel ston and then run the same stages again 
to try for improved times. Driver-navigator teams from 
as far away as California, Texas, Washington and some 
Canadian provinces will compete in the event. 

Grayling and Michigan have long been centers for 
performance-style rallies such as Lancia 20 Stages and 
the Press On Regardless. This year's rally will begin 
with a spectator stage near Grayling and will continue 
east and north over some roads not used in recent 
rallies. 

Lancia 20 Stages begins on Saturday evening, May 
1, with first cars finishing the 350-mile rally 12 hours 


iater. Tne raliy is run aii night over logging roads, 
powerline cuts and snowmobile trails so local traffic is 
not disturbed. Railyists only race on designated 
“special stages” which are closed to local traffic. The 
competitors are started at one-minute intervals, one 
car at a time. Stages are linked by transit over regular 
public highways on which legal speed limits are strictly 
enforced. J 

Rally vehicles are specially-prepared, usually 
emall care with heavy-duty suspension, engine 
refinements and high-intensity lighting. The autos 
must pass a rigid technical inspection before they are 
allowed to run the course. A noise level test must also 
be passed. Safety requirements include helmets and 
four-point safety harnesses for driver and navigator, a 
roll bar or roll cage, fire extinguisher, flares and first 
aid kit. , 

Spectators are welcome to watch the exciting 
action in Grayling May 1-2 as well-built rally cars driven 
by some of North America’s best rally teams compete 
over challenging northern Michigan terrain. 


Reflect on Property Tax Law 


{By B.J. Fowler, Grayling Twp. Supervisor] 

With the adjournment of Boards of Review the 
Township Supervisors and Assessors are now in the 
process of filing their various reports with the County 
Equalization Department and the State Tax Commis- 
sion. This is another step in the process of property tax 
administration and equalization. Until the Supervisors 
and Assessors meet with the County Commissioners 
on Aorii 7ih tiiere is not much to report. 

This seems like an opportune time to reflect on the 
Property Tax Law. Article 9, Sec. 3 of the State 
Constitution reads in part: 

The legislature shall provide for the uniform 
general ad valorem taxation of real and tangible 
personal property not-exempt by law. The legislature 
shall provide for the determination of true cash value of 
such property; the proportion of true cash value at 
which such property shall be uniformly assessed, 
which shall not, after January 1, 1966, exceed 50 
percent; and for a system of equalization of 
assessments.” Some years ago the Attorney Genera! 
ruled this meant property assessment shall be 50%. 

In 1973 the legislature passed Act No. 109 which in 
Sec. 27 defines the term “Cash Value” as, “the usual 
selling price at the place where the property to which 
the term is applied shal! be at the time of assessment, 
being the price which could be obtained for the

Governor Milliken has recently established the 
Advisory.

Lieutenant Governor Damman has been appointed to 
head the Task Force whose members consist of the 
directors of the Department of Management and 
Budget, Department of Education, Department of 
Commerce and the Department of Treasury, and the 
Governor's Special Assistant for Education. 

This group has been charged with the responsi- 
bility of completely studying all aspects of our property 
tax system and recommending those administrative, 
constitutional or statutory changes they deem. 
appropriate. 

This Task Force aiso includes representation of 
the various organizations representing governmental 
units involved with the property tax law. According to 
the Michigan Township's Association all committee 
reports are to be filed with the Task Force by June 3rd. 

In light of this study it would seem an ideal time 
for people to write their Legislators and the Governor 
or this subject. 


Sheriff's Dept. Winter Rescue 
Unit Has Busy Season 


The Crawford County Sheriff Department pur- 
chased a new snowmobile rescue ambulance sled this 
jast January. The rescue sled was operated by Deputies 
who are licensed ambulance atteridants. 

According to Sheriff Harold Hatfield the unit was 
used more this past snowmobiling season than ever 
before. Hatfield stated that the new sled has a more 
stable design and pulls much easier than the older unit 
previously used. ; 

Snowmobile officers transported three victims 
from three different calls during January and February. 
One victim was transported more than 4 miles in the. 
sled and ail victims later stated that the ride in the sled 
was as smooth If not smoother than the regular 
ambulance. 

The Sheriff said that the extra room, and that one 
man can load the sled were major considerations in its 
purchase.

qual

He comes from the Middle 
East, a native of Syria where his 
father was a member of the 
Syrlan Parliament, but he has 
been in this country for some 
years and is now an American 
citizen.

Dear Whitey, 

Here is another letter about 
Crawford AuSable school dis- 
trict financing. 

There are several sources of 
money for the school district, 
including state aid, grants for 
drivers education, redistribution 
of federal funds from Title |, Ili 
etc. items, CETA and tuition 
from students outside the dis- 
trict. By far the greatest amount 
is from tocal property taxes. The 
local tax allocation board deter- 
mines what part of a basic 15 
mills will go to schools. The 
voters are regularly asked to 
approve additional operating 
millage for the schools. The 
construction of bulldings them- 
selves are paid for -by voted 
construction bond issues on 
which debt retirement is paid; 
that too is a voted amount. 
Hence it is obvious that the 
voters have a big responsibility 
in this taxation. 

In 1974-75 the general revenue 
for schools came 64% from 
focal property taxes in the 
amount of ($1,405,467). There 
was another $121,618 from local 
taxes which had been voted for 
debt retirement. This was a total 
1974 miiiage of 24.3. in 1975-76 
our school millage was 25.47 
which generated $1,632,227 for 
the schools. 

The amount of money which 
is generated by one mill of 
taxation depends on the State 
Equalized Value (SEV) of the 
real and personal property in the 
school district. The Crawford 
AuSable schoo! district com- 
prises parts of 3 counties and 
the SEV is different in each 
county. The SEV is determined 
by the State Tax Commission 
and this year there fs a marked 
increase in values over 1975 
according to our County Equall- 
zation Director. One result of 
this increase is that the assess- 
ment on your property will 
increase. Another result is that 
one mill will produce more 
dollars this coming year than 
was generatad in previous years. 
It is estimated that in 1976, one 
mill will generate $72,000. Thus, 
to produce the same dollar 
amount on which the schools 
operated this year, the schoo! 
millage could be dropped 3 
mills. 

By June 1976, all but 6 mills 
of operating mijlage runs out 
and the schools will again come 
to the voters for operating 
millage. Let's all go to the 
school budget hearing in Apri! 
and see what the Board Intends 
to do.

Superintendent’s Corner 


By Fraser Dean 

A recent news release by the Michigan Association 
of School Administrators indicated that most schools 
are faced with the prospect of laying off teachers for 
the coming school year. Although soine of the schools 
are coming to grips with declining enrollments, most 
Districts are faced with critical financial problems 
brought about by millage defeats and the lack of state 
financial support. 

Often. as is the case with the Crawford AuSable 
Schools, probationary teachers must be notified of 
lay-off for the coming school year in April because of a 
provision in the Michigan tenure Act that says 
probationary teachers must be notified at least sixty 
days prior to the close of the current schoo! year or 
they must be rehired for the coming school year. 

Although, there is a master agreement that 
provides for lay-offs at any time after sixty days notice 
it covers only tenure teachers because of the conflict 
with the tenure act as it relates to probationary 
teachers. 

Currently twenty four probationary teachers have 


t 
been tendered lay-off notices for the 1978-77 schoo! 


year because 9.15 mills of a total 22.65 mills are 
eyniring at the close of the current school year, 

The 9.15 mills will be voted upon in June and if 
passed by the electorate the probationary teachers 
would be recalled. If it fails the Crawford AuSable 
School Board would be faced with the task of cuttina 
its budget by 40%, a task that is further complicated by 
the new laws regarding unemployment benefits that 
would require an additional 15 to 20% cut in program 
to meet unemployment expenses.

Warned that braves of the 
Northwest tribes and @ritish 
fangers from Detroit would 
strike the Ohio settlements, 
Colonel David Shepherd sum- 
moned eleven companies of 
militia to join him at Fort Henry 
on the shore of the Ohio River-at 
what Is now. Wheeling. W. Va. 

But nothing happened, so 
nine of the enamnanies left 
before the end of the month, 
leaving only two units to defend 
the post. These were the local 
militia under Captain Samuel 
Mason and a company from 
on Beach GBuiiom Furi ied oy 
Captain Joseph Ogle.

The last two of the nine 
departing companies left on 
August 31, and that night 
between two and three hundred 
Indians arrived and concealed 
themselves in the vicinity of the 
stockade. 

Four men who left the fort the 
following morning to search for 
some horses had not gone far 
before they were ambushed by 
several Indians who, rather than 
shoot which would have reveal- 
ed their presence to those still 
in the fortress, attempted to 
capture them. The four made a 
dash for freedom and one of 
them Inkn Rovd) was aver- 
taken, tomahawked and scalp- 
ed. 

Andrew Zane reportedly jump- 
ed over a 70-foot cliff to make 
his -escape. His gun was 
smasned and ne was oruised, 
but Zane made his way to 
Colonel Shepherd's fort six 
miles up Wheeling Creek. Shep- 
herd was still in command at 
Fort Henry, but several of his 
neighbors were stationed at his 
own blockhouse. 

The other two who had left 
the fort, Samuel Tomlinson and 
a Negro slave named Loudon, 
made it back to the stockade 
where they related what had 
happened. With more courage 
than common sense, about 20 
men under Captain Mason then 
dashed out of the fort to attack 
the Indians. Tomlinsan, who 
had just escaped from the 
Indians, was one of the group. 
The red men were lying in 
ambush nearby and had laid an 

obvious trail to jure the militla- 
positions. Although the whites 
took precautions against an 
ambush by deploying most of 
the men about 70 yards to either 
side of the trail, nearly all of 
them were killed in the battle 
which soon erupted. Tomlinson 
was among those slain. 

A soldier named Thomas 
Glen was the first to come 
across an indian, whom he 
immediately shot. The first shot 
in response wounded Captain 
Maaon and shattered the lock of 
his gun. AS more shots rang 
out, another smai! group was 
led out from the stockade by 
Captain Ogle to assist the first 
party and its members, too, 
were virtually all wiped out by 
the Indians. 

Glen, attempting to escape 
from the ambush, was over- 
taken and killed. William Shep- 
herd, the 19-year-old son of 
Colonel Shepherd, was running 
toward the fort when he was 
tripped by a vine. Before he 
could regain his feet, he was 
tomahawked and scalped by a 
pursuing Indian. 

Among the few who survived 
were Captains Mason and Ogle. 
After being wounded, Mason 
Menhaged (0 Conceal Hhinseit 
until night and then worked his 
way up to Shepherd's fort where 
Zane had gone when he escaped 
after the initial encounter. An- 
other soldier, John Caldwell, 
also made it to Shepherd's fort. 
But before he did he tripped and 
fell while running up a hill and 
was momentarily wedged be- 
tween two trees. He struggled 
free just in time to escape a 
tomahawk which an Indian 
threw at him. 

Captain Ogle and a wounded 
companion had hidden them- 
selves in high weeds alongside 
a cornfield when two indians, 
one of them also injured, came 
atong and sat ona fence nearby. 
Ogle and the soldier, to avold 
being discovered, were forced 
to remain in hiding unti! the 
Indians went away. That night 
they reached the safety of the 
fort. 

Though ihe force of the 
defenders was greatly reduced 
as a result of the battle, the 
Indians did not assault the fort. 
After killing all of the livestock 
that they could find outside the 
stockade and burning the near- 
by cabins of settlers, they 
returned across the Ohio River.
